Glavin, Ttvin Falls rcpreaentativc, unld "the last legiola- 
turc did not intend for tho 'club law' to be interpreted tho 
way it waa by the outgoIriK (Democratic) ndminifltratlon.'.' 

"We arc goinff to see that those nbuBcs arc stopped," 
Glavin declared. He said the Republican administration would 
rush action. 

Tho variance hetwcan federal liccnBO fees paid on slot ma- 
chines and the number of state iiccnscB was cited by Ghivin 
as one of tho "principal discrepancicB in tho Intent of tho 
la.it legislature and the administration of the law by out- 
going officials."

"Jeglalatoni from all parts of tht eut*." 

Such discussions wouldn't necessarily mean 
anything, and the possibility of their repre- 
senting new poUUcal influence, bringing 
presiure to bear against the commission form 
of fish and game management, might well be 
regarded as a warning. 

The old poimeal-eontrol system was no 
good, and there is no reason to believe It 
would be any good u re-established. That 
la something for Idaho sportsmen to keep In 
mind. In spite of any faults It'mlRht have, 
the commission set-up Is something Idaho 
should support and maintain.
